In the open state shops a kilo of maize 
is sold for 180 leks, the highest price for maize ever asked. Beans are 
sold in the cooperatives for 2), leks per kilo, in the open state shops 
for 200 leks. There is no sugar, rice or macaroni for distribution with 
coupons. In the open shops, local sugar, of poor quality, sells for 250 
leks per kilo, butter for 500 leks per kilo. e ration of oil with coupons 
is 250 grams per month; however, distribution has been discontinued for 7 
months. There is oil in the open shops, but it sells for 00 leks per 

_ kilo. Shoes are sold in the cooperatives for 650 leks, in the open shops 
for 1,300 leks; the shoes are of such poor quality that they are worn out 
in 20 days. 
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The daily wage of workers is between 70 and 75 leks. Employees (sic) are 
paid 2,700 leks per month.
